I read and basically agree with all that's been said and then wonder about 
myself and just how I fit the picture. I have amassed alot of equipment in 
the 26 years I've been a ham. I've always had the bug for the tube gear even 
through my transistor infection. I bought and until recently had most of the 
popular Johnson equipment not because I was building a monument or because I 
chose to collect boatanchors instead of stock but because I can't pass up a 
Valiant for $10. The fun it gave me in the tinkering and the time it kept me 
at home rather than the bar was a real bargain for $10. I recently sold most 
of the Johnson for around $600 which I suppose in total I had $75 in during 
the acquiring stage. Some of you may think I should have sold you the Valiant 
for the same $10 bucks I paid for it and then others told me I was stupid for 
taking only a $100 for the Ranger I sold. Well I did neither. Where as I 
don't have a problem with someone offering to sell me their 75A4 for $850 
(recent internet mail to my Collins wanted ad) I will never pay that kind of 
money for it and would feel guilty to ask the same.

As far as investments are concerned even stock can be a bad thing, difference 
is we have built the system to buy and sell just for this purpose and there is 
enough information available on terms and performances to hopefully keep your 
nose above water. Doesn't exist with boatanchors and I doubt it will. If you 
want to make "investments" then the dealer is doing it everyday. He's buying 
low on short term and selling at a profit. He's the real "investor"!! If the 
clown is smart he's taking his kill and putting it in longer term investments 


like real stock, bonds, etc. (although looking at the beer guts on some of 
those guys would indicate they invest the most in Budwiser). 


Now the real question is I got alot more gear I'm tired of looking at. I 
would like a nice Collins (sorry) AM station. Got the Collins SSB station. 
One station each that I can use. My preference is to trade. How do I go 
about disposing of my equipment, while being fair, and still getting what I 
want without stepping on sombodies toes somewhere in this universe?? 
SOMEBODY PLEASE!

Pardon my (again) mounting my soap box, but all this teeth gnashing going 
on over rising prices and perceptions of the bottom eventually dropping 
out of the BA market makes me recall the basic principles of supply and 
demand. For example, my recent long sought after BC-375 acquisition was 
what I considered a good deal as I would have expected to have had to pay 
$50-100 more. However, I would probably have passed it up at that price 
just because I thought that would have been too much to pay, not because 
it would have been, but instead because I had heard somewhere that they 
aren't worth more than $XXX. However, I would have gotten home and 
regretted not getting something I really wanted over some arbitrary value 
somebody put on it exactly as I did with the "over priced" mint ART-13 I 
passed up a couple of years ago. 


The opposite happened a while back when a guy offered an item I wanted, 
but a dealer had told him not to take less than what was actually twice 
its going price. He was apparently looking for a windfall, but as badly 
as I wanted the item, I figured that I would find another eventually and 
passed. Much to my chagrin, I later heard that he sold it for less than I 
offered when enough people turned him down. In spite of my missing a long 
sought after item, the market adjusted his perception of value and he did 
end up selling it. (BTW, who ended up with that R-390 cabinet from the 
guy in Oak Ridge anyway?) 


I'm reminded of a television interview of Dr. Armand Hammer a while back 
where he told about passing up on a prize bull because he thought it was 
priced too high and ended up paying more for it later on. His punch line 


was that if you really want something, buy it or you may regret it later. 
Maybe I should have paid the guy's price for the cabinet. Maybe not. 


If something is priced beyond what I'm willing to pay, then I won't buy 
it, but I don't have any right to criticize the seller for asking more 
than I think its worth. It's his/her property after all and they set what 
they think it's worth. For example, if you want to buy my original 
HQ-140-X that I bought from K4CPO in 1957 by skipping lunch in high school 
and stuffing circulars in doorways, it's yours for $2000, non-negotiable. 
You also can have my Viking II for $300, my excellent condition Ranger II 
for $400 and so on because they are, as the song says, “among my favorite 
things" and that's what they're worth to me. The bottom line is that 
value is determined strictly by the buyer and the seller.

I'm looking at the bottom of a Hallicrafters S-36A, which was made in 
late 1945, and cost, according to Moore, $415 brand new. A new Ford 
was OPA price-controlled at around $1250. 


In 1948, Leo WOGFQ would sell you a new RME-45 or HQ-129X for a little 
under $200. My father brought home, that year, a brand new Packard 
Custom Super 8 convertible, with 356 CID engine, automatic clutch, 
overdrive, hydraulic windows and top. I still recall him saying that 
he paid $3766.66 for that car. He sold a 1939 Cadillac 60S sedan 

with 150K miles on it for $1000 cash money (I remember the guy who 
bought it bringing 10 $100 bills). That Cadillac is, by the way, still 
driving around---a collector in Mass. has it. 


I think that you may be figuring inflation backward. Seems to me that 
if Hallicrafters existed and were selling that S-36A today, it would be 
selling for around $4K. 


Even as late as 1963 I bought a new Buick Electra convertible with 
AM-FM radio, 6-Way seat, and air conditioning, and wrote a check for 
$4000 to buy it. My wife, not to be out done, the next year bought a 
Riviera that even had electric vent windows, and paid the same price. 
Our combined income was still well below $20K for that year. Frankly I 
could not live as well on $100K today as we did on income in the teens 
in the mid-late sixties.

Subject: RF gain pot for Hallicrafters rcvr needed 


I've got an open RF gain pot on my S-36A project. Took it apart, and 
the reason it is open is that the carbon has flaked off the track about 
halfway around. 


I suspect that any Hallicrafters set with an RF gain control uses an 
identical or similar pot. It is a 10K reverse taper with an SPST 
switch that closes at the clockwise end of travel (exactly the opposite 
of a regular volume control. 


This is a CTS pot with a 3/8 bushing 1/2 inches long, shaft extends to 
an inch in front of the pot. The original is listed in the parts list 
as "Chicago Telephone and Supply type 135, Hallicrafters part number 
25CO58G" The pot is marked "CTS" and "25-058 5208" Needless to say, a 
substitution is fine---I give the original data in case someone has an 
RF gain pot without a switch on it---if it is CTS, my switch will 
probably work. 


This should be something that a parts radio could supply. Who's got 
what?

Greetings, folks, from a pleasantly warm Diepenbeek in N.E. Belgium! 


Dexter Francis posted a note re. a roll call, so here's my two Belgian franks' 
worth. 


My Father was a pre-WW2 pirate (!) who used the call sign G3GC (which is 
actually in LEGAL use today!!) - his first job on leaving school at 16 was with 
a radio shop in Northampton, England, where he spent his days winding radio 

and loudspeaker coils. He lost that job as a consequence of connecting an 
ignition coil to the moistened seat of the john and energising it when the 

boss was busily reading his morning newspaper . . . pity of it was, he was the 
only other person at work that day, so he didn't even have someone else to 


blame . 


In WW2 he flew on Lancasters and eventually, because of his technical know-how, 
became an instructor on instruments, notably the Mark XIV and XIVA high 
altitude bombsight computers. After the war, he went to the US and joined 
Shell to learn exploration geophysics in Houston. He retained his interest in 
radio throughout. 


I grew up surrounded by bookshelves packed with such wonders as Henney, Terman 
and Langford-Smith. As soon as I could read, I'd lift these things off the 
shelf just for the sake of reading something - fiction was (and is) very much 
a minority item at home. (I was born in 58.) With Dad's help, my first crystal 
set got built around 1965. It was inevitable that I should end up in something 
technical, my poor ability at maths ensured it wasn't radio engineering. I'm 
now working as a polymer chemist at the Limburgs Universitaire Centrum in 
Belgium. 


I've thus had a latent interest in radio and tubes for as long as I can 
remember, although it wasn't until I had a period of unemployment that I took 
the opportunity afforded by the excess free time to study for the RAE (most of 
which was, perhaps not surprisingly, already there - the transistor stuff was 
the tricky bit!) and learn the code. I got my G licence, GOUTY, last April. In 
the meantime, I had acquired a Racal RA17 (what a beauty!) and homebrewed a CW 
valve (of course) TX, using bottles I had found in the attic and which for the 
most part my Father had ‘liberated' from the RAF! Still, I can't see General 
Marshall knocking on the door and asking for them back now . 


I had one rather nervous 80m qso with it, and landed a job in Belgium. The RX 
was too big and heavy to bring with me, and there wasn't much point in bringing 
the TX without it, so they're both in the UK still. In ON land, homebrews are 
only permitted from fixed locations (not a major drawback for BAs) but they 

all need approval from the authorities before you can use them!! Enthusiasm 
being a little dampened by all the bureaucrazy (AND after I'd built a 21MHz 
transistor kit!) I bought a TS50 . . very nice, but not the same!! Oh yes, all 
radios sold here must be type-approved 


It's taken me eight months to get my Belgian ticket, ON9CHU, and yesterday I 
had a letter from the landlord allowing me to stick a long wire out the back 


of the apartment, so things are looking up at last, I should soon be on the 
air! It has been a bit of a struggle! 


So, there you have it. Hope it's worth the bandwidth!

Lessee if I got this right: 

if something cost $395 in 1959 (the SX-101 Mark III according to my 
1959 ARRL Handbook) and routinely is found in decent shape at Hamfests 
for $125+/- in 1995, that is "inflation?" 


Or, the 1960 Van Sickle Electronic Buyers Guide, which lists a 
Hammarlund Super-Pro (that, newcomers, is what the "SP" stood for ;%) 
SP-600JX for a "mere" $1140 ($1260 if you wanted the JLX low band 
version!) and goes today for $350 if real clean... 


As for the "inflation"? Let's take a compound inflation rate of 5% per 
year since 1960 and see what gives... 
each dollar in 1960 is now worth about $0.18 or, conversely, our 1995 
dollar would be worth about $5.52... 


So, the $395 in 1959 would have to cost $2287.76 now to stay even... 


And, since a COllins 75-A4 was a top line receiver in the mid-1950s, 
the $300 tag then (1954) would have to yield $2217.60 just to be even. 


I don't think even with all the collectors having numbered Swiss 
accounts we are going to see BA prices keeping up with inflation!

I think that the Hallicrafters S-38 was designed by Raymond Lowey, one of 
the really famous Industrial Designers of the period (1946). Among other 


things, he also did the 1946 to 1955 Studebakers. I guess beauty is in the 
eye of the beholder.
